daja after liis arrival in London ho sent

This conrsr" was dccliniHl, 
the gentlemen not A/i.shiiig to treat 
through a third i)arty, iiioi-o especially 
through a party in same lino of bnsiijoss; 
and Mr. Keraternian was dispatelieil to 
Ganadfi to treat directly with tlio (lovoni- 
mout. It i.H staled tliiit tho i'liglisli Com- 
pany alluded to eoiuprirto an ex-t'hiinci'llnr 
of the Etehc(nicr, a noblomaii, an cx- 
Oovernor of one of the Prosidoncics (H 
India.'jln bX-Ministor of the United Kiii;,'- 
dom and mi o-t -Secretary of Sta(o for 
India, and that tho parties ooijiposiiig tlie 
Compauy woro i)(irsons of tUo lii^dicst 
Bt.iuding, and their contractdrs were tho 
Messrs. Wuring, now tho largest in tliat 
lino in London. Knturning*to Ctmadii, 
Mr Kersterman repaired to Ottawa, where 
he saw Sir John, wlio appeared glad to 
seo him, and referred him to Sir Francis 
Hincks. He gives tho following account 
of his intorTicw with the Minister of Fi- 
nance; — "On arriving at Sir F, Kiuck^' 
house ho regularly stormed, and got ex- 
cessively angry with me, and really abus- 
ed .mo, sajruig.^Iiat by xn; bringing the 
Amiflc^ana into £be concarn I had caused 
all the troablo that had been created;

Sir Hugh Allan aiul Jiis jiarty. r.nd I will 
not be tho por.ion to broiik it up." JIow- 
ever, after a littlo he said, "I will see 
Allan and try what I can do." Ho shortly 
»fter oama to see mo at my liotel, and said 
ho.oouJI^ not do.anythijig with Allan, but 
that t'liftd better 8c« him m.vself, and 
Abbott also." Tho result of tlie iiitta'view 
•with tho Knight of Ravcnscraig soeiaa 
to Lave amounted to 110 m«re| 
than a suggestion tliat Mr.- Kersterman'" 
should bo ona of the tliii'toen Provisional 
Directors, a sugge.itionhe appears readily 
to have fallen in with, and whioh ho was 
assured could be easily managed. But 
even this arrangement fell through, and 
tho roproftcntativos of '"t'eors and ('oui- 
nioners," after sundry trijn^ lunweeii ■i)iihir 
and post, found liiniself left out in tlio | 
cokl. Now he is ventilating gricvanco 
through the wdling coluuinsof tiio Toron- 
to Globe. Ou'J cannot rend Mr. Kerster- 
man"3 letter through without fueling that 
b<5 Tra.i not treated in'acisely a.s a goutleui.oii 
with so many distiugiii.shed porijQ:iag(!3 
and one of tho wealthiest Loudon banking 
honses at hia back had a right to expect. 
The letter does not seem to throw 
enough of light upon tlio circum.staiu'ca 
whish led to Lis cLclKsidii from tlu; 
Board of Directors; but \ro iiiu.it n.'iy that, 
unless very cogent objectioii.s were jiro- 
sented, it did ajipoar dosiralilo that a gen- 
tleman possessing tho coiitidcDco of so 
manj English eapitalists should have 
been on the Board, There is o»e passage 
in Mr. Kor.stersnian's letter that t(dlf! un- 
favorably, lie w.is proHOit Ottawa 
during tlm ses.sii.m of Farliament wluii 
British Columbia was admitted, and he 
■ay.s, "during tho debate on the admis- 
sion of British Columbia I supplied two 
Government ijapera with articles every 
day, some columns in length, to which I 
may in a degree bo vain pii<iii].;1i \:> iit- 
tributo tiie ultimate ])asaiug nf that niti:'..-'.- 
urc." This apjiears to iis to be assuming 
rather too much. Due allowance muHtbo 
made for the GoTorinn-Jiit iu negiitiating 
BO gigantic a scheme with contending 
parties, and a good dsalof nllovvanoe, too, 
mast bo made for Mr, Kor.storinan'ft feel- 
ings. It in at \c:\'it roasiui-iug tn !::i!li(U' 
from .-ill this tliiit a company nf "rrci-;

Tlio Allan Company 
albne have 22 stcamora making Montreu 
thoir summer headquarters. The Domin- 
ioii Oompany, a company organized quito 
recently, intend making weekly eoniuiu- 
nication between Montreal and Liverpool, 
and already they havo seven ateaiuers on 
tho route. 'When tho enlarged eaunlii 
shall bring the greater volumo of tho 
Western trade, and when the Canadian 
Pftciflo Railroad shall bring tho trade of 
tho nations, then, indeed, will tho Domi- 
nion reap tho fruit of a more liberal pol- 
icy and enlarged views; and Montreal 
mast then bceonion mighty emporium. 
These are no Utopian vagaries. They are 
inevitable results, Nova ycoi,ia begins to 
realize hor inore direct share in tms Can- 
adian trade. Last year the Allan boats 
aloiio took fifty thousand tons of Pictou 
colli, and it is expected that tho consnmp- 
tion will bo doubled next year.
